Affirming Harnpden-Sydney's  Fraternity  System 


For  the  past  two  years,  the  Fraternity  Task  Force  has  been 
assessing  the  value  of  the  Gteek  system  to  Hampden- 
Sydney's  social  and  academic  life.  In  November  1997,  the 
group  presented  its  findings  and  recommendations,  as  well 
as  a  new  mission  statement  for  fraternities,  to  the  College's 
Trustees.  With  its  approval  of  the  document,  the  Board 
affirmed  its  support  of  the  fraternity  system,  which  contin- 
ues to  be  an  important  part  of  the  College's  social, 
academic,  and  residential  life. 

At  the  same  time,  the  Board  charged  the  College  to 
pursue  ways  to  implement  the  Task 
Force's  recommendations  for  teform. 
Accordingly,  a  committee  of 
members  of  the  Interfraternity 
Council  (IFC),  the  Student  Affairs 
Committee  of  the  Faculty,  and  the 
administration  worked  for  two 
months  on  ways  in  which  fraternities 
might  carry  out  the  recommenda- 
tions approved  in  November  by 
the  Board. 

In  February  1998,  the  Board 
approved  these  new  recommenda- 
tions, a  system  of  incentives  and 
awards  which  will  recognize  academic 
achievement,  good  care  of  fraternity 
houses,  community  service,  and  the 
contributions  of  individual  fraternity  members 
to  both  College  and  community. 

Coupled  with  the  incentives  are  the 
College's  clearly-stated  expectations  for  frater- 
nities: that  the  organizations  will  promote  the 
ideals  of  service  to  the  community;  exhibit 
appropriate  behavior  toward  pledges,  guests, 
and  other  fraternities;  abstain  from  alcohol  abuse,  illegal 
drug  use,  and  destruction  of  property;  eliminate  activities 
which  potentially  threaten  life  or  health;  require  acceptance

of  individual  responsibility  for  actions;  and  encourage 
academic  achievement.  Also,  the  pledge-education  period 
will  be  shortened  to  eight  weeks,  and  educational  sessions 
for  all  students  associated  with  fraternities  will  be  held 
regularly  to  promote  the  best  of  what  fraternity  member- 
ship  offers. 

Almost  as  important  to  the  fraternities'  success  is 
improvement  of  the  houses  where  the  chapters  reside. 
Approximately  140  students  (15%  of  our  student  body) 
live  in  fraternity  houses;  other  students  and  guests  are  regu- 
larly welcomed  to  social  functions 
on  Fraternity  Circle.  Recognizing 
this  important  contribution  of 
Fraternity  Circle  to  Hampden- 
Sydney's  retention  and  recruitment 
efforts,  the  College  has  assumed 
ownetship  of  the  houses  (all  but 
one)  and  has  definite  plans  to  reno- 
vate each  house  by  the  end  of  the 
year  2000. 

Such  rehabilitative  construction 
follows  naturally  from  the  tremen- 
dous improvements  the  College  has 
made  to  almost  every  building  on 
campus  in  the  past  ten  years.  It  will 
allow  fraternity  brothers  to  have 
rooms  as  clean  and  modern  as  any 
on  campus  and  will  give  them  additional 
incentive  to  follow  the  guidelines  of  the 
reform  plan. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  fraternities  still 
face  challenges.  However,  if  we  all  work 
together,  follow  the  recommendations  of  the 
Task  Force,  and  support  the  College  in  its 
attempts  to  improve  the  Circle,  we  will  assure  that  the 
Greek  system  remains  a  positive  and  strong  influence  at 
Hampden-Sydney  for  many  years  to  come.

V  Sam  Wilson's  life.  He  stole  them  from 

f       J         military  and  intelligence  operatives 

who  worked  for  America's  enemies,  and 
he  delivered  them  to  U.S.  officials,  including  Presidents 
Kennedy,  Johnson,  Nixon,  and  Carter.  For  decades  he 
has  guarded  all  of  those  secrets,  even  from  friends  and 
family. 

Now,  ensconced  as  president  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  Mr.  Wilson  has  begun  to  open  up-sort  of— in  a 
class  in  which  he  mixes  autobiography  with  the  art  of 
intelligence  gathering. 

"Now  let  me  tell  you  what  the  President  didn't 
know,"  he  confides  at  his  home  on  the  campus.  His  den 
is  decorated  with  medals  and  pictures  from  his  wartime 
and  intelligence  careers. 

Then  he  reconsiders.  "Maybe  1  shouldn't  tell  you 
this.  That  would  have  been  getting  into  sensitive  and 
classified  information.  " 

Old  habits  die  hard.  Before  1992,  when  he  became 
president  of  the  oldest  men's  college  in  the  nation,  Mr. 
Wilson  spent  decades  in  jobs  where  low  visibility  and 
sealed  lips  were  a  must. 

A  16-YEAR  OLD  ENLISTEE 
His  career  began  on  a  summer  Monday  in  1940,  when 
a  rainstorm  freed  him  from  work  on  the  family  farm  in 
Virginia,  a  dozen  miles  from  here.  The  16-year  old  had 
time  to  think  again  about  a  speech  he'd  heard  on  the 
radio  by  Winston  Churchill,  who  was  rallying  the 
people  of  Britain  after  a  Nazi  bombing.  "It  levitated  me 
right  out  of  my  seat,"  he  recalls. 

At  dusk,  he  hiked  12  miles  to  Farmville,  where  he 
enlisted  in  the  National  Guard.  To  avoid  being  turned 
away,  he  lied  and  said  he  was  18.  "I  signed  up  and  got 
lost  for  37  years,"  he  says.

He  was  a  bugler  at  first,  but  only  long  enough  to 
train  his  replacement.  He  then  trained  to  be  lead  scout 
for  an  Army  rifle  company.  The  job — to  smoke  out  the 
enemy — essentially  made  him  "the  first  guy  to  get  shot 
at,"  he  says.  But  it  was  also  his  first  brush  with  intel- 
ligence work. 

In  1944,  Mr.  Wilson  was  tapped  to  be  chief  recon- 
naissance officer  for  a  group  of  guerrilla  fighters  in 
northern  Burma,  who  would  earn  the  sobriquet 
"Merrill's  Marauders,"  after  their  commander.  After  a 
10-month  campaign,  culminating  in  the  capture  of  a 
Japanese  airbase,  Mr.  Wilson  earned  the  Distinguished 
Service  Cross,  two  Silver  Stars,  and  two  Bronze  Stars, 
in  addition  to  a  Purple  Heart. 

After  the  war,  he  became  a  U.S.  diplomatic  courier 
in  the  Soviet  Union,  ferrying  messages  and  data  tor 
generals  and  other  officials.  With  his  wartime  intel- 
ligence experience,  though,  he  was  also  asked  to  "use  his 
eyes  and  ears  and  do  a  lot  of  favors." 

Some  of  those  favors  involved  taking  pictures  in 
restricted  areas,  he  says.  He  got  caught  twice,  and 
endured  intense  interrogations  and  threats  of  expulsion. 
"They  beat  the  hell  out  of  me  and  then  offered  me 
salve,"  he  recalls.  "They  didn't  want  you  to  have 
bruises." 

After  a  career  in  the  Army,  Mr.  Wilson  retired  as  a 
lieutenant  general  in  1977,  and  returned  to  the  bird 
dogs  and  farmland  of  southern  Virginia.  But  soon  he 
made  a  new  foray,  into  academe. 

His  roots  at  Hampden-Sydney  run  deep.  His  great- 
great-great-great  grandfather,  Nathaniel  Venable,  joined 
Patrick  Henry  and  James  Madison  in  founding  the 
college  on  a  snowy  day  in  1775.  Mr.  Wilson  has  had 
kinsmen  on  the  college's  governing  board  ever  since. 

The  College  is  the  social  linchpin  of  the  region's 
farming  communities,  Mr.  Wilson  says.  It  still  holds  the 
church  services  and  dances  that  he  remembers  from  his 
boyhood.  "This  is  where  all  the  things  I  have  done  in 
my  life  come  together,"  he  says,  "right  here  in  the 
middle  of  my  desk." 


"Because  he  has  lived 
at  the  center  of  events, 
President  Wilson 
makes  international 
affairs  come  alive  and 
seem  real  in  a  way 
that  no  textbook 
could.  This  class 
definitely  confirmed 
my  decision  to  pursue 
international  affairs 
at  the  graduate  level.  "

In  1982,  after  five  years  of  lecturing,  he  became  an 
adjunct  professor  of  political  science,  even  though  he 
lacks  a  college  degree.  At  that  time,  he  started  what  has 
become  one  of  the  most  popular  classes  here,  "An  over- 
view of  U.S.  National  Intelligence." 

Known  as  "the  spy  class"  among  the  college's  950 
students,  the  course  enrolls  1 5  to  20  seniors  that  Mr. 
Wilson  chooses  from  about  100  applicants  each  year. 

He  has  his  students — who  are  required  to  wear  ties 
and  blazers  to  the  class — read  the  memoirs  of  military 
and  intelligence  leaders,  along  with  novels  by  Len 
Deighton,  Tom  Clancy,  and  others. 

As  a  model,  Mr.  Wilson  prefers  Sherlock  Holmes 
to  James  Bond.  Each  week  the  students  present  "intel- 
ligence reports"  on  assigned  geographic  areas  or 
subjects.  Most  of  the  information  comes  from  daily 
newspapers,  magazines,  and  the  Internet.  His  students 
are  shocked,  he  says,  at  how  much  they  can  find  on 
their  own.  "Ninety  percent  of  intelligence  comes  from 
open  sources,  like  the  newspaper.  The  other  10  percent 
is  what  you  spend  the  money  on  and  risk  lives  over." 

Sometimes  he  cuts  his  students  loose  to  practice 
"pocket-wtiting"  (surreptitiously  taking  notes  in  yout 
pocket)  or  to  draw  up  mock  plans  for  counter-terrorism 
scenarios.  But  this  is  hardly  military  training,  he  says. 
"I  want  to  awaken  their  interest  in  what  is  going  on  in 
the  world  today.  The  wotld  is  not  here  at  Hampden- 
Sydney." 

AN  UNASSUMING  MANNER 

Mr.  Wilson's  world  has  been  at  Hampden-Sydney  since 

1992,  when  he  became  president. 

Students  say  they  admire  him  for  his  leadership  skills 
and  for  an  unassuming  manner  that  makes  him  seem  as 
much  at  home  in  a  pair  of  overalls  as  in  a  suit  and  tie. 

Sometimes  he  needs  a  break  from  the  rigors  of  being 
an  administrator  and  teaching  a  class  in  which  remi- 
niscing about  old  times  could  put  classified  information 
at  risk.  He  escapes  to  his  farm  on  those  days,  but  they 
are  so  infrequent  that  he  can't  imagine  leaving  the 
college  ot  its  students. 

"These  guys  are  my  soldiers,"  he  says. 


Ancient  Secrets:  Students  unravel 
Mysteries  of  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls 
in  a  special  Hebrew  class

TALES  OF  BURIED  TREASURE, 
stories  of  demons  and  angels,  visions 
of  caves,  and  debates  swirling  around 
legends  of  ancient  people  and  wars — 
all  these  are  absorbing  a  special-study  class  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Dr.  Robert  G.  Rogers,  Professor  of  Religion, 
and  four  Hampden-Sydney  students  are  participating  in 
a  class  to  translate  and  study  the  ancient  Dead  Sea 
Scrolls.  The  Scrolls,  discovered  in  the  1 940s,  were  writ- 
ten over  two  thousand  years  ago;  now  thanks  to  the 
magic  of  technology  they  are  available  via  a  computer 
program  purchased  by  the  Hampden-Sydney  Library 
expressly  for  this  class. 

According  to  Professor  Rogers,  "This  may  be  the 
only  class  on  the  Scrolls  below  graduate  school."  The 
class  came  into  being  as  a  result  of  a  "unique  collabora- 
tion between  the  academic  department  and  the  library," 
said  Dr.  Rogers.  Chandra  Gigliotti,  Public  Services 
Librarian  of  Hampden-Sydney' s  Eggleston  Library  and 
the  Library's  director,  Dr.  Sharon  Goad,  put  together 
the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  package.  "The  software  isn't  cheap 
and  technical  assistance  isn't  always  easy  to  come  by," 
commented  Ms.  Gigliotti.  "The  people  we  have  to  deal 
with  are  usually  either  in  Amsterdam  or  Tel  Aviv." 

The  four  students,  Shaun  Bourgeois,  Jonathan 
Vaughn,  Marc  Faucheux,  and  J.  J.  Johnson,  are  all 
seniors  this  year.  Although  they  are  studying  Hebrew 
with  Dr.  Rogers,  none  of  them  has  plans  to  become  a 
Hebrew  scholar.  Their  interest  in  this  kind  of  class  was 
stimulated  in  part  by  Dr.  Rogers'  own  interests  and  in 
part  by  the  encouragement  offered  at  Hampden-Sydney 
to  students  to  pursue  unusual  but  interesting  academic 
subjects.  "One  good  thing  about  Hampden-Sydney," 
said  J  J.  Johnson;  "if  you're  serious  about  what  you  want 
to  study  and  will  honesdy  put  the  time  in,  even  if  there 
isn't  an  official  class  offering,  a  professor  will  find  some 
way  for  you  to  study  what  you're  interested  in."  Dedi- 
cation to  ensure  a  student's  success  is  shared  by  the 
Eggleston  Library  staff,  who  contributed  the  financial 
resources  to  purchase  the  CD-ROMs  of  the  Dead  Sea 
Scrolls  and  the  computer  programs  to  read  them. 

The  class  is  also  unusual  in  that  it  is  held  in  an  on- 
campus  apartment  shared  by  two  of  the  students,  Bour- 
geois and  Vaughn.  Professor  Rogers  spends  two  morn- 
ings a  week  in  the  apartment  "peering  through  the  mist 
of  centuries  at  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  on  a  computer 


screen,"  and  discussing  the  interpretation  of  the  passages 
translated  by  the  students.  The  class  also  meets  one 
morning  a  week  in  the  library. 

The  four  seniors  all  share  a  keen  sense  of  curiosity 
about  the  people  who  wrote  these  amazing  documents. 
The  popular  conclusion  is  that  the  Scrolls  may  have 
been  written  by  a  sect  of  Judaism,  the  Essenes;  this 
apocalyptic  group,  certain  that  the  end  of  the  world  was 
near,  decried  their  contemporaries'  abuse  of  power  in 
Jerusalem.  When  the  Roman  army  came  to  burn  their 
communities,  they  hid  the  scrolls  inside  sealed  pottery 
jugs  in  limestone  caves  in  the  mountains  above  their 
compound — where  they  remained  until  1947. 

Only  one  of  the  four  students  is  a  religion  major, 
but  they  all  believe  that  they  have  benefited  from  this 
class.  "It's  exciting  enough  just  to  see  these  scrolls,  an 
ancient  technology,  on  the  computer,  a  modern  tech- 
nology," says  Johnson;  "it's  even  more  exciting  to  have 
learned  how  to  translate  them." 

While  they  were  mastering  research  skills  and 
increasing  their  ability  to  interpret  texts  in  the  light  of 
the  civilization  which  wrote  them,  these  Hampden- 
Sydney  scholars  say  studying  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  has 
also  helped  their  understanding  of  other  religions  and 
cultures.  "Sometimes  the  transcriptions  don't  make 


sense,  because  they're  taken  out  of  context,"  says  Bour- 
geois; "that's  when  you  get  to  do  the  detective  work." 
Adds  Faucheux,  "You  have  to  learn  how  to  do  the 
research  and  problem-solve,  but  that's  pan  of  the  chal- 
lenge." According  to  Dr.  Rogers,  "A  good  liberal  arts 
education  should  do  just  that — offer  students  the 
chance  to  gain  the  skills  for  critical  thinking  and 
research  and,  ultimately,  understanding."  Another 
advantage?  It's  gotten  them  a  lot  of  attention  on 
campus. 

The  results  of  all  this  work  are  not  going  to  languish 
in  the  students'  notebooks,  either.  Their  presentation  of 
their  analyses  of  the  Dead  Sea  Scrolls  transcription,  and 
their  senior  papers  on  the  topic,  to  the  Virginia  Colle- 
giate Honors  Council  at  Radford,  on  April  3rd  and  4th, 
will  be  available  to  the  public  later  in  the  spring,  on  a 
CD-ROM  documentary. 

"This  class  was  more  than  just  a  class.  It  was  really 
an  opportunity  to  do  the  kind  of  work  that  makes  you 
feel  you  are  contributing,"  recalls  Jonathan  Vaughn. 
"I'm  glad  that  Dr.  Rogers  and  Hampden-Sydney  were 
able  to  give  us  this  amazing  experience."

T  THE  SHINING  SEAS  SYMPO- 
sium  on  February  28  and  29,  spon- 
sored by  the  College's  Center  for 
Leadership  in  the  Public  Interest, 
students  and  the  interested  public  explored  issues 
concerning  the  role  of  the  oceans  in  global  and  environ- 
mental politics. 

Lawrence  Eagleburger,  Secretary  of  State  in  the 
Bush  Administration,  gave  the  keynote  address, 
National  Security  Interests  and  the  Oceans  of  the  World: 
A  Diplomatic  Assessment.  He  also  participated  in  classes 
and  an  open  forum  moderated  by  the  former  Ambas- 
sador to  Haiti,  William  Jones,  who  teaches  a  foreign 
policy  class  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

Then  Admiral  Harry  D.  Train  II,  retired  U.S.  Navy 
Commander-in-Chief,  Rear  Admiral  William  H. 
Wright  IV,  Director  of  Asia  and  Pacific  Affairs,  Office 
of  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  and  Robert  Wood  of  the 
Naval  War  College  discussed  Naval  Poliq  in  the  Post- 
Cold  War  World:  Preparing  for  a  New 
Century. 

Two  additional  panel  discussions 
were  offered  during  the  two-day 
event.  The  Seas  and  International 
Trade:  U.S.  Ports  and  American 
Competitiveness  in  the  1990s  am 
Beyond  v/as  moderated  by  Paul  J. 
Hoeper,  Deputy  Under-Secretary  of 
Defense  for  International  and 


Commercial  Programs;  panelists  were  J.  Robert  Bray 
'60,  Executive  Director,  Virginia  Port  Authority; 
Bernard  Groseclose,  Jr.  75,  Chief  Executive  Officer, 
South  Carolina  Pons  Authority;  and  Stephen  D.  Proc- 
tor '62,  International  Trade  Consultant  and  former 
vice-president  of  the  Export-Import  Bank  of  the  United 
States.  The  Bounty  of  the  Seas:  Environmental  and 
Resource  Management  Issues  for  the  Next  Century  panel 
was  moderated  by  H.  Stetson  Tinkham  '67,  Ocean  and 
Fisheries  Division,  U.  S.  Department  of  State;  panelists 
were  Richard  G.  Fairbanks  of  Columbia  University  and 
Taylor  A.  Pryor,  Director  of  Special  Projects,  Office  of 
the  Prime  Minister,  Cook  Islands. 

The  subject  was  so  vast  and  so  complex  that  no  pat 
answers  offered  themselves  during  the  symposium. 
"There  really  wasn't  a  conclusion,  because  the  issues  will 
be  debated  for  years,"  said  Mr.  Bray.  "The  environ- 
mental impact  issues  will  continue,  the  concerns  about 
commercial  use  of  the  seas  will  continue,  and  we're 
entering  an  era  in  which  no  firm  lines  are  drawn." 

The  symposium,  he  continued,  was  designed  less  to 
solve  the  world's  problems  than  "to  raise  the  conscious- 
ness of  Hampden-Sydney  students 
and  of  the  Southside  Virginia 
community  about  the  importance  of 
the  seas  and  the  issues  surrounding 
their  use."  In  that  regard,  he  said,  the 
event  was  a  rousing  success.

One  Village  Remembers  Another 

Phoenix-like,  the  remnants  of  the  destroyed  Jewish 
community  that  was  Luboml  arrived  at  the  Esther 
Thomas  Atkinson  Museum  on  March  4.  Dating  back 
to  the  fourteenth  century,  Luboml  was  one  of  the  oldest 
Jewish  communities  in  Poland.  Its  traditional  way  of  life 
was  obliterated  in  October  1 942  when  the  Germans 
murdered  almost  all  of  the  town's  Jewish  population — 
only  51  out  of  its  nearly  4,000  Jewish  inhabitants 
survived  the  Holocaust. 

Remembering  Luboml  is  not,  however,  about  the 
Holocaust  but  about  the  traditions  and  the  lives  that 
once  made  this  such  a  vibrant  community.  The  multi- 
media exhibit  was  put  togethet  by  a  former  inhabitant 
of  Luboml,  Aaron  Ziegelman,  who  left  the  village  at  the 
age  of  10  in  1938  when  his  widowed  mother  brought 
him  to  the  United  States.  What  the  Germans  so 
methodically  erased,  all  traces  of  Jewish  life  and  culture, 
Aaron  Ziegelman  has  purposefully  brought  together  in  a 
profoundly  touching  collection  of  memorabilia,  ephem- 
era, and  photographs. 

Dr.  Robert  G.  Rogers,  professor  of  religion,  incor- 
porated the  museum  display  and  Mr.  Ziegelman's  visit 
of  March  4th  into  two  of  his  classes,  Judaism  and  Semi- 
nar on  the  Holocaust.  Mr.  Ziegelman  and  his  boyhood 
friend  Nate  Sobel,  who  survived  the  Nazi  attack  on  the 
village,  were  guest  lecturers  in  those  classes,  giving 
students  an  opportunity  for  questions  and  discussion. 

On  March  4,  Mr.  Ziegelman  and  his  family  came  to 
Hampden-Sydney  to  see  the  village  that  was  remem- 
bering his  village.  He  spoke  to  an  overflow  crowd  in 
Parents  &  Ftiends  Lounge,  emphasizing  that  his 
purpose  in  creating  the  exhibit  was  not  to  "have  yet 
another  Holocaust  exhibit"  but  rather  "to  bring  back  to 
life  what  was  lost."  There  was  much  to  grieve  over,  he 
said,  but  there  is  more  to  rejoice  over — these  memories 
of  good  times,  of  faith,  of  hard  work,  and  of  families, 
still  live  on  and,  more  strongly  than  scenes  of  horror,  cry 
out  to  the  world,  "Never  let  this  happen  again."

"We  were  pleased  by  the  enthusiastic  response  to  our 
survey,"  said  Richard  Epperson  79,  associate  ditector  of 
alumni  relations.  "Our  ultimate  goal  is  to  have  all  the 
reunions  on  campus  at  Homecoming,  but  unfortu- 
nately the  logistics  prevent  that  from  happening  at  this 
time.

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The  10th  Annual  Hobbie  Symposium: 
Corporate  Responsibility  and  the 
Community 

Is  the  concept  of  employee  loyalty  past  its  prime?  What, 
if  anything,  dictates  ethics  in  the  corporate  setting? 
What  is  the  corporate  responsibility  to  the  community? 
Students  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  sought  answers 
to  these  questions  and  more  during  the  tenth  annual 
symposium  sponsored  by  the  Hobbie  Business  Ethics 
Program.  "Corporate  Responsibility  and  the  Commu- 
nity," held  on  February  18  and  19  on  campus,  included 
two  afternoon  panel  discussions  and  two  evening  pres- 
entations. Students  interacted  freely  with  panelists  and 
guest  speakers  during  the  event. 

In  the  February  1 8th  panel,  alumni  who  work  in  the 
"real"  business  world  told  how  their  Hampden-Sydney 
experience  helped  them  when  they  faced  ethical  dilem- 
mas that  challenged  their  values  and  integrity.  "The 
Hobbie  Program  gives  you  the  skills  to  be  able  to  recog- 
nize ethical  conflicts  out  in  the  real  world,"  stated  G. 
Todd  Joyce  '90.  "There  is  a  lot  of  information  you  get 
here  and  are  able  to  use."  Mr.  Joyce  told  the  audience 
about  a  management  decision  to  terminate  an 
employee,  not  because  she  was  unsatisfactory  but 
because,  after  she  was  allowed  to  pursue  a  job  search 
with  another  firm,  she  became  a  liability  to  the 
company  itself  when  the  search  dragged  on  past  eight 
months.  "The  study  of  ethks  in  this  undergraduate 
program  is  similar  to  what  I  did  in  law  school,"  said  Mr. 
Joyce.  "You  study  problems  and  develop  the  structure 
that  allows  you  to  make  decisions  so  that  when  you  get 
out  in  the  real  world  and  these  things  come  up,  you're 
able  to  figure  out  solutions."  Mr.  Joyce,  a  1993  graduate 
of  the  Marshall  Wythe  School  of  Law  at  William  & 
Mary,  received  an  appreciative  laugh  from  the  audience 
when  he  explained  his  transition  from  law  to  business. 
When  he  was  given  the  opportunity  to  expand  the  busi- 
ness his  father  had  started — a  manufacturer's  repre- 
sentative for  plumbing  supplies — into  the  state  of 
Virginia,  he  said,  "I  traded  lawyer  jokes  for  plumbing 
jokes." 

Thomas  R.  Shroeder  '9 1  commented,  "You 
approach  ethical  dilemmas  everyday.  There  are  all  types 
of  attitudes  in  business."  A  friend  of  his  had  been  termi- 
nated after  being  diagnosed  with  Krohn's  Disease, 
which  made  him  miss  work  for  long  periods.  The 
employee  felt  the  termination  was  unfair  and  illegal;  he 
asked  Mr.  Shroeder  to  give  an  affidavit  stating  what  he 
knew  of  the  situation,  and  relating  a  private  conversa- 
tion he  had  with  the  friend's  employer  about  his  illness. 
Mr.  Shroeder,  vice  president  of  Schroeder  Optical 
Company,  found  himself  choosing  sides  in  an 
employee-employer  conflict  between  a  trusted  friend 
and  a  reliable  vendor.  "I  felt  I  was  in  a  lose-lose  situa- 


tion," he  recalled.  "I  explained  to  both  parties  . . . 
that  I  was  not  able  to  take  either  side.  It  ended  up  that 
I  remained  friends  with  the  individual,  who  no  longer 
works  for  the  company  but  is  enjoying  retirement; 
and  I  kept  my  manufacturer." 

A  third  panelist,  J.  David  Carter  '93,  is  co-founder 
of  the  Graphic  Cow  Corporation,  a  T-shirt  screen  print- 
ing firm  in  Clemson,  South  Carolina.  "I've  been  up 
against  several  ethical  dilemmas,"  he  said.  "I'd  like  to 
thank  my  Hampden-Sydney  days  and  the  Hobbie 
Program  for  giving  me  the  training  to  do  the  honorable 
thing." 

Mr.  Carter  related  the  story  of  his  company's  begin- 
nings and  its  near-failure  because  of  lack  of  planning 
and  poor  fiscal  management.  "I  was  determined  to  do 
the  honorable  thing  and  pay  all  the  creditors,  no  matter 
how  long  it  took  me.  I  finally  did  pay  them  all,  but  in 
the  end  only  one  creditor  would  continue  doing  busi- 
ness with  us."  The  business  turned  around  and  began  to 
show  a  profit,  enough  to  attract  the  attention  of  a 
distributor  that  offered  The  Graphic  Cow  a  deal. 
Accepting  that  deal,  however,  meant  bypassing  the  lone 
vendor  that  had  remained  loyal,  extending  credit  when 
payments  were  lagging.  "This  was  a  difficult  decision 
and  I  went  to  my  partners  to  discuss  it.  We  decided  to 
remain  loyal  to  this  vendor,  as  he  had  to  us.  In  dollars, 
the  decision  cost  us  around  $25,000." 

The  Warren  W.  Hobbie  Program  was  established  at 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1968  through  a  generous  grant 
from  the  Warren  W.  Hobbie  Charitable  Trust  of 
Roanoke.  The  Program  is  designed  to  encourage  the 
study  of  business  ethics  at  Hampden-Sydney,  partic- 
ularly among  students  planning  business  careers.  A 
Hobbie  Scholar  takes  courses  in  both  philosophic  and 
Christian  ethics  in  his  junior  year,  along  with  comple- 
mentary courses  in  economics,  philosophy  and  religion. 
In  his  senior  year,  he  participates  in  a  seminar  on  busi- 
ness ethics  during  the  fall  semester  and  undertakes  an 
independent  study  project  or  a  business-ethics  intern- 
ship in  the  spring  semester.  In  addition,  the  Hobbie 
Program  sponsors  public  speakers  for  the  broader 
college  community  and  holds  monthly  dinner  meetings 
for  Hobbie  Scholars  and  the  Hobbie  Committee  to  hear 
guests  from  the  business  community  or  to  discuss  busi- 
ness ethics  cases  informally.  The  objective  of  the 
Program  is  to  foster  a  general  interest  in  issues  of  busi- 
ness ethics  on  the  Hampden-Sydney  campus  and  to 
offer  outstanding  students — especially  those  who  are 
likely  to  go  on  to  careers  in  business — a  more  thorough 
grounding  in  the  study  of  ethics  and  an  opportunity  to 
reflect  on  ethical  issues  in  business  practice.  For  further 
information  regarding  The  Hobbie  Program,  please 
contact  Dr.  William  R.  Hendley  ,  Associate  Professor  of 
Economics  at  Hampden-Sydney  College.

Donald  Rumsfeld  to  Speak 
At  Commencement  on  May  10 

Former  Secretary  of  Defense  Donald  Rumsfeld  is  the 
scheduled  speaker  at  the  Hampden-Sydney  Commence- 
ment ceremonies  on  May  10.  Mr.  Rumsfield,  a  1954 
graduate  of  Princeton,  served  as  Secretary  of  Defense 
under  President  Gerald  Ford  from  1975  to  1976;  he 
was  Chief  of  Staff  for  President  Ford  from  1974-1975. 

Mr.  Rumsfeld  began  his  career  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  in  1957,  during  the  Eisenhower  Administration, 
when  he  served  as  administrative  assistant  to  a  Congress- 
man from  Ohio.  He  then  worked  for  an  investment 
banking  firm,  before  he  was  elected  to  the  U.S.  House 
of  Representatives  from  Illinois  in  1962,  at  the  age  of 
30.  He  was  reelected  in  1964,  1966,  and  1968. 

The  former  congressman  retired  from  Congress  in 
1968  to  accept  the  position  of  Director  of  the  Office  of 
Economic  Opportunity,  Assistant  to  the  President,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  President's  Cabinet  (1969-1970, 
Nixon  Administration),  and  subsequently  became 
Counselor  to  the  President,  Director  of  the  Economic 
Stabilization  Program.  In  1973  he  was  appointed  to 
serve  as  U.S.  Ambassador  to  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty 
Organization  (N.A.T.O.)  in  Brussels,  Belgium. 

Mr.  Rumsfeld  joined  the  Ford  Administration  in 
1974  as  chairman  of  the  transition  to  the  Presidency  of 
Gerald  R.  Ford.  He  subsequendy  became  Chief  of  Staff 
and  a  member  of  President  Ford's  cabinet.  He  was 
appointed  by  President  Ford,  in  1975,  as  the  thirteenth 
Secretary  of  Defense  and  the  youngest  in  our  country's 
history. 


Mr.  Rumsfeld  is  currently  in  private  business.  He 
serves  as  an  advisor  to  several  companies,  as  non- 
executive Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Gilead 
Sciences,  Incorporated,  and  as  a  member  of  the  boards 
of  directors  of  ABB  AB,  Gulfstream  Aerospace  Corpora- 
tion, Kellogg,  Metricom,  Sears,  Roebuck  and 
Company,  and  Tribune  Company.  He  is  also  serving  as 
Chairman  of  the  U.S.  Commission  to  Assess  the  Ballis- 
tic Missile  Threat  to  the  United  States.

Doris  Kearns  Goodwin  to  Speak  at 
Alumni  College,  "Versailles  To  Oz" 

The  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Summer  College, 
scheduled  for  June  4  -7,  1998,  will  look  at  die  period 
between  the  World  Wars,  from  the  Treaty  of  Versailles 
to  the  1939  production  of  The  Wizard  of  Oz. 

It's  a  big  subject,  and  this  year's  Alumni  College  will, 
by  popular  demand,  take  an  extra  day  to  deal  with  it. 
On  Thursday  evening  John  L.  Brinkley  '59,  Professor 
of  Classics  and  College  Historian,  will  talk  about 
Hampden-Sydney  in  the  1 920s  and  1 930s.  On  Friday, 
there  will  be  a  panel  discussion  about  the  events,  move- 
ments and  influences  of  the  period  which  saw  economic 
prosperity  cut  short  by  the  stock  market  crash,  and  a 
world  finally  at  peace  convulsed  by  the  Red  Scare  and 
Nazism.  Panelists  will  include  Jim  Simms,  Elliott 
Professor  of  History,  Elna  Green  from  Sweet  Briar 
College  (speaking  on  women's  suffrage);  Gary  Darden 
'91,  Rutgers  University  (the  roaring  '20s,  prohibition, 
and  organized  crime);  John  Chalberg,  Normandale 
Community  College  (the  Red  Scare);  and  Hampden- 
Sydney's  Ken  Townsend,  (the  stock  market  crash). 

Sarah  Hardy,  Larry  Martin,  Owen  Norment,  and 
Kathy  Weese,  all  faculty  members  at  the  College,  will 
discuss  the  art,  literature,  religion,  and  entertainment  of 
the  period  on  Friday  afternoon. 

The  keynote  address,  "F.  D.  Roosevelt  and  the  New 
Deal, "  will  be  given  by  Doris  Kearns  Goodwin  that 
evening.  The  author  of  the  best-sellers  Lyndon  Johnson 
and  the  American  Dream,  The  Fitzgerakis  and  the  Kenne- 
dys, and  the  Pulitzer  Prize  winning  No  Ordinary  Time, 
about  Franklin  and  Eleanor  Roosevelt,  Ms.  Goodwin  is 
also  a  regular  commentator  on  the  "News  Hour  with 


Jim  Lehrer." 

Saturday  morning  will  feature  a  discussion  by  Ron 
Heinemann,  Squires  Professor  of  History,  on  the  pain- 
ful memories  of  the  era  with  "The  Great  Depression 
and  Its  Impact  on  Future  Generations."  Following  will 
be  a  panel  discussion  with  Doris  Kearns  Goodwin  and 
professors  David  Marion  and  Saranna  Thornton. 

Participants  will  escape  from  the  Depression  on 
Saturday  evening  in  the  same  way  people  of  the  30s 
did — with  entertainment  and  music  from  the  era, 
capped  by  Dr.  Chalberg's  living  history  presentation  of 
H.  L.  Mencken. 

The  advent  of  World  War  II,  including  U.S.  isola- 
tionism, politics,  economics,  and  military  preparedness, 
will  be  discussed  by  Charles  W.  Sydnor,  Jr.,  president 
and  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Central  Virginia 
Educational  Telecommunications  Corporation.  The 
panel  discussion  to  follow  will  feature  President  Wilson, 
Jim  Simms,  and  Ron  Heinemann.

George  Bagby,  English 


Last  summer  C.  William  Anderson  (Chemistry) 
attended  the  VIII  Pacific  Science  Inter-Congress,  held 
at  The  University  of  the  South  Pacific  in  Suva,  Fiji.  The 
focus  was  on  "Islands  in  the  Pacific  Century."  The 
conference  was  dominantly  scientific,  yet  there  was  a 
strong  cultural  component  as  well,  encompassing  multi- 
ple science  disciplines  in  the  public  interest  and,  there- 
fore, of  direct  relevance  to  Anderson's  teaching  at  the 
College.  There  were  sessions  on  various  topics  at  the 
conference;  however,  a  concern  for  the  resources  and 
environment  of  the  Pacific  island  countries  ran  through- 
out, with  the  threat  of  a  sea-level  rise  as  a  result  of  global 
warming  high  on  the  list  of  concerns. 

An  article  on  "Rape  and  Livy's  View  of  Roman 
History"  by  James  A.  Arieti  (Classics)  appeared  in  Rape 
in  Antiquity  (Duckworth,  1997).  Last  spring  Arieti 
spoke  at  the  University  of  Nebraska,  Lincoln,  on  "The 
Bible  and  Philosophy,"  and  in  October  he  participated 
in  the  Family  Symposium  at  the  College  with  a  paper 
on  "What  Ancient  Arguments  on  Incest  Teach  Us 
About  the  Role  of  Family."  In  early  December,  Arieti 
was  a  featured  speaker  at  the  symposium  "Sabbat  und 
Zivilisation"  in  Hamburg,  Germany;  his  contribution 
was  a  paper  on  "The  Centrality  of  the  Sabbath  in  the 
Philosophy  of  Philo  of  Alexandria."  This  fall  he  received 
a  second  Templeton  Foundation  Prize,  this  one  for 
$5,000,  to  bring  to  campus  speakers  on  the  topic  of 
science  and  religion;  in  February,  at  a  mini-symposium 
funded  by  the  Prize,  two  visiting  philosophers  talked  on 
embryology  and  evolution. 

Last  rail  George  F.  Bagby  (English)  journeyed  to 
Winthrop  University  in  Rock  Hill,  South  Carolina,  for 
"Celebrating  Robert  Frost:  An  International  Confer- 
ence," which  involved  most  of  the  "names"  in  Frost 
scholarship.  In  addition  to  listening  to  many  sessions 
and  to  poetry  readings  by  Richard  Wilbur  and  Galway 
Kinnell,  he  served  as  the  respondent  for  a  session  on 
"Masques,  Editorials,  and  Power"  and  as  the  chair  of  a 
"Scholars'  Panel"  on  current  directions  in  Frost  crit- 
icism. In  the  week  after  that  conference,  he  travelled  to 
Los  Angeles  for  the  annual  national  conference  of  the 
Association  for  the  Study  of  Afro- American  Life  and 
History,  the  oldest  black-studies  group  in  the  country, 


founded  by  Carter  G.  Woodson  in  1916.  In  addition  to 
listening  to  many  other  panels  on  everything  from  Afri- 
can-American music  to  the  Harlem  Renaissance,  he 
delivered  a  paper  on  "Training  for  Service:  The  Child- 
hood ofHollis  F.  Price."  The  paper  was  essentially  a 
summary  of  the  first  chapter  of  Bagby's  biography  of 
Price,  describing  his  youth  in  Capahosic,  Gloucester 
County,  Virginia,  and  the  influence  of  his  parents,  who 
directed  a  high  school  for  black  students  which  was 
sponsored  by  the  American  Missionary  Association. 

Scott  Colley  (English  and  Provost  and  Dean  of  the 
Faculty)  is  chairing  a  state-wide  committee  on  behalf  of 
the  Virginia  Foundation  for  Independent  Colleges  on 
technology  certification  for  liberal  arts  students.  In  addi- 
tion to  teaching  courses  in  Shakespeare  this  year,  Colley 
served  on  a  review  panel  for  the  National  Science  Foun- 
dation and  participated  as  a  plenary-session  speaker  and 
workshop  coordinator  for  the  American  Association  of 
Higher  Education  (AAHE)  Teaching  Learning  Tech- 
nology Roundtable  regional  conference  in  Dearborn, 
Michigan.  At  another  conference  at  West  Virginia 
Wesleyan  College,  he  was  the  keynote  speaker  at  a  two- 
day  campus  retreat  attended  by  sixty  faculty  and  staff 
members,  who  were  setting  up  a  Teaching  Learning 
Technology  Roundtable.  Colley  gave  two  public  talks 
and  worked  with  six  groups  of  ten  participants  each.  At 
the  national  conference  of  AAHE  in  Washington  in 
January,  Colley  chaired  a  panel  on  the  Wye  Faculty 
Seminar,  held  each  summer  in  Maryland  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Aspen  Institute;  the  panel  was  a  demon- 
stration session  on  the  Faculty  Seminar,  for  which  he  has 
served  as  a  group  leader  three  summers.  He  has  now 
been  selected  as  a  seminar  leader  for  next  summer's  Exec- 
utive Seminar  Program  of  the  Aspen  Institute  in  Aspen, 
Colorado. 

Last  July  Elizabeth  J.  Deis  (Rhetoric  and  Human- 
ities) presented  a  paper  on  "The  Fall  and  Rise  of  the 
Hero  in  George  Meredith's  Novels"  at  a  conference  on 
"The  Victorians  and  Modernity"  held  at  the  Centre  for 
Victorian  Studies  at  the  University  of  Leeds  in  England. 
At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Virginia  Assessment 
Group,  held  in  Virginia  Beach  in  November,  Deis,  who 
chairs  the  College's  Assessment  Committee,  delivered  a 
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presentation  on  the  process  of  writing  educational  goals 
lor  Hampden-Sydney. 

Three  articles  by  Thomas  E.  DeWolfe  (Psychology) 
on  various  topics  have  recently  appeared  in  print: 
"Freudian  Psychology  and  the  Family"  was  published  in 
the  survey  work,  Magill's  Ready  Reference:  Family  Life; 
"Development  Stages"  in  Magill's  Medical  Guide:  Pedi- 
atrics; and  "Robert  Russa  Moton,"  a  biographical 
sketch,  in  The  Encyclopedia  of  Civil  Rights  in  America.  At 
the  fall  meeting  of  the  Virginia  Psychological  Associa- 
tion, DeWolfe  participated  in  a  symposium  on  inno- 
vative teaching;  his  presentation,  on  "The  Psychology  of 
the  Unconscious:  An  Integration  of  Psychoanalytic, 
Cognitive,  and  Literary  Views"  concerned  a  course  that 
he  developed  and  taught  last  spring  at  the  College. 

Lowell  T.  Frye  (Rhetoric  and  Humanities)  spoke  on 
"Evolution  and  Ethics:  The  Post-Darwinian  Challenge 
to  Morality  in  the  Victorian  Fin-de-Siecle"  at  the 
University  of  Leeds  Centre  for  Victorian  Studies' 
conference  on  "The  Victorians  and  Modernity"  in  July. 
Frye's  essay  "  'Great  Burke,'  Thomas  Carlyle,  and  the 
French  Revolution,"  appeared  in  The  French  Revolution 
Debate  in  English  Literature  and  Culture,  edited  by  Lisa 
Crafton  and  published  last  fall  by  Greenwood  Press. 
Frye  and  Alexander  J.  Werth  (Biology)  accompanied 
four  sophomores — Tim  Chatman,  Brian  Hamilton, 
David  Phillips,  and  Nathaniel  Somerville — to  Atlanta 
for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Collegiate 
Honors  Council,  where  both  instructors  and  students 
talked  about  their  last  year's  honors  seminar  on  Moral- 
ity and  Human  Nature. 

The  Forest  Service  ol  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  has  published  a  paper  on  "Structure  and 
Dynamics  in  a  Virgin  Northern  Hardwood-Spruce-Fir 
Forest — The  Bowl,  New  Hampshire"  by  Stanley  R. 
Gemborys  (Biology).  The  phytosociological  study,  con- 
ducted in  the  White  Mountains  ol  New  Hampshire, 
concerns  an  area  with  no  signs  of  fire  or  human  distur- 
bance, but  with  evidence  of  significant  hurricane  winds 
in  the  past. 

Robert  T.  Herdegen  III  and  Daniel  G.  Mossier 
(Psychology)  took  a  group  of  students  to  Boston  at  the 
end  of  February  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Eastern 
Psychological  Association,  presenting  two  papers  which 
they  co-authored,  "Conventional  predictors  of  academic 
performance  are  not  linearly  related  to  college  GPA" 
and  "The  use  of  weighted  variables  to  predict  success  in 
college";  the  papers  are  based  on  the  work  they  did  last 
summer  on  predictors  of  academic  performance. 
Herdegen  is  currently  preparing  two  papers  for  submis- 
sion to  the  American  Psychological  Association  for  pres- 
entation at  the  Society's  meetings  in  May:  He  is  the 
primary  author  of  one  paper,  again  with  Mossier  as 
co-author,  focusing  on  yet  another  element  of  their 
summer  research,  comparisons  between  various  groups, 


learning-disabled  and  non-learning-disabled,  fraternity 
members  and  independents,  etc.,  particularly  with 
respect  to  predictors  of  academic  performance.  The 
second  paper  is  co-authored  by  Gordon  Gifford  '97, 
currently  a  graduate  student  in  psychology  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Richmond,  on  work  he  did  for  his  senior  thesis  on 
mechanisms  underlying  the  effectiveness  of  music  as  an 
analgesic  for  acute  pain. 

With  support  from  the  College's  Summer  Fellowship 
program,  Guy  M.  Imhoff  (Modern  Languages)  studied 
the  original  manuscript  of  the  French  novel  Theme 
Desqueyroux  by  Francois  Mauriac,  a  Catholic  novelist. 
The  article  that  came  out  of  this  study,  "Figures  Chris- 
tiques  chez  Mauriac:  de  L'Enfant  charge  de  chaine  a 
Therese Desqueyroux"  has  been  accepted  for  publication 
in  the  1998  New  Zealand  Journal  of  French  Studies.  In 
the  article,  Imhoff  discusses  the  Christ-like  characters  in 
Mauriac's  novels,  from  the  first  published  work  to 
Therese  Desqueyroux,  his  most  famous  novel.  At  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Language  Association  of 
Virginia  in  the  fall,  he  gave  a  talk  on  "French  Enroll- 
ment: The  Death  of  An  Era?"  in  which  he  presented 
ideas  to  high  school  and  college  teachers  on  how  to 
increase  enrollment  in  French. 

James  D.  Janowski  gave  an  invited  presentation, 
"The  Reach  of  Personhood  and  Morality's  Long  Arm," 
at  Wheaton  College  in  Norton,  Massachusetts,  in  Octo- 
ber. Drawing  on  functionalism,  a  view  in  the  philosophy 
of  mind  about  the  nature  of  mental  states,  he  explored 
the  possibility  that  "machines"  might  one  day  enjoy  both 
consciousness  and  the  moral  rights  and  entitlements 
which  attach  to  the  same. 

Last  summer  Hans  A.  Krimm  (Physics  and  Astron- 
omy) spent  five  weeks  conducting  research  at  the  Center 
for  Space  Research  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology.  He  worked  on  two  experiments  designed  to 
detect  visible  light  flashes  coincident  with  bursts  of 
gamma-rays  from  extragalactic  sources.  He  analyzed  data 
from  one  such  experiment,  the  Explosive  Transient 
Camera,  and  helped  to  develop  a  detector  and  software 
for  its  successor,  the  Quick  Response  Camera.  In  August 
Krimm  was  awarded  a  two-year  grant  from  the  National 
Science  Foundation  under  the  Instrumentation  and 
Laboratory  Improvement  Program.  The  grant  and  its 
match  will  provide  $17,264  to  automate  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  Observatory  so  that  it  can  be  used  every 
clear  night  to  study  variable  stars,  supernova;,  and  other 
time  varying  celestial  events.  Krimm  attended  four  scien- 
tific conferences  last  year.  He  presented  two  papers  at 
the  First  Virginia  Astronomers  Meeting  at  Virginia  Mili- 
tary Institute,  one  dealing  with  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Observatory  and  the  other  with  new  results  in  optical 
counterparts  to  gamma-ray  bursts.  Two  of  the  confer- 
ences, the  Fourth  Compton  Symposium  in  Williams- 
burg and  the  Fourth  Huntsville  Gamma-Ray  Burst 
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Symposium,  featured  current  issues  in  high-energy 
astrophysics.  At  the  June  Meeting  of  the  American 
Astronomical  Society  in  Winston-Salem,  he  attended 
sessions  on  Professional-Amateur  Collaboration  in 
Astronomy. 

Amos  Lee  Laine  (History)  represented  the  College 
at  the  inauguration  of  Jeanie  Watson  as  fifteenth  pres- 
ident of  Nebraska  Wesleyan  University.  Watson  was  on 
the  visiting  committee  for  reaccreditation  of  the  College 
by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  in 
1996.  She  and  Laine  are  long-time  friends,  participating 
regularly  in  the  International  Conference  on  Patristic, 
Mediaeval,  and  Renaissance  Studies  held  at  Villanova 
University  in  the  fall  of  each  year.  At  last  fall's  confer- 
ence, the  twenty-second,  Laine  chaired  a  session  on 
"Shakespeare  and  the  Medieval  Cultural  Heritage."  In 
addition,  Mark  A.  Newcomb  '91,  a  doctoral  student  at 
Fordham  University,  gave  a  paper  on  "Reformers  and 
Reformation  in  England:  Trends  in  English  Eucharistic 
Thought  1385-1555." 

Anne  C.  Lund  (Biology)  is  in  the  second  year  of  a 
five-year  appointment  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Virginia  Museum  of  Natural  History.  The  Museum's 
main  site  is  in  Martinsville,  and  branch  museums  are  in 
Blacksburg,  connected  to  Virginia  Tech,  and  in  Char- 
lottesville, connected  to  the  University.  In  August  Lund 
attended  an  immunobiotechnology  short  course  at 
Georgetown  University  Medical  School.  Last  summer 
she  supervised  a  study  by  Randy  Jones  '98,  who  had 
been  awarded  a  summer  stipend  for  minority  students 
from  the  Virginia  Foundation  for  Independent  Colleges 
(VFIC)  for  work  in  biology.  The  tide  of  his  study  is 
"Capsule  Formation  and  Antibiotic  Resistance  of  Oral 
Microbes."  Jones  presented  the  results  of  his  work,  as 
did  all  the  participants  in  the  VFIC  program,  at  a  meet- 
ing at  the  College  in  September. 

At  the  special  National  Association  of  Scholars 
conference  on  innovative  academic  initiatives  held  in 
October  in  Lake  Tahoe,  California,  David  E.  Marion 
(Political  Science)  gave  a  paper  on  Hampden-Sydney's 
Public  Service  Program.  Also  in  October,  Marion  was  a 
panelist  at  a  conference  on  Flynt  v.  Fakuell  at  the  Law 
School  of  the  University  of  Virginia.  Both  Flynt  and 
Falwell  participated  in  the  program,  as  did  their  lawyers. 
At  the  annual  convention  of  the  Virginia  Political 
Science  Association,  held  on  campus  on  December  6, 
Marion  chaired  and  participated  in  a  roundtable  discus- 
sion on  the  judiciary. 

In  addition  to  the  two  papers  he  co-authored  with 
his  colleague  Robert  T.  Herdegen  III  (above),  Daniel 
G.  Mossier  (Psychology)  presented  three  other  papers  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Eastern  Psychological  Association  in 
Boston  in  February.  One,  on  "Characteristics  of  young, 
violent  juvenile  delinquents,"  was  co-authored  by  Moss- 
ier and  alumnus  Lem  Purcell  '97.  Three  students  who 


have  worked  closely  with  Mossier  on  data  collection  and 
analysis  were  involved  in  the  other  two  papers.  Tom 
Davis  '98  was  co-author,  with  Mossier  and  Preston  Brit- 
ner  of  the  University  of  Connecticut,  of  "Professionals' 
decision-making  about  out-of-home  placements";  and 
Mossier  was  joined  by  Davis,  Brian  Mackey  '99,  and 
Baker  Wright  '98  for  a  paper  on  "Comparisons  of 
college  students'  and  faculty  members'  knowledge  of  and 
attitudes  about  learning  disabilities."  Mossier  is  preparing 
a  paper  for  the  American  Psychological  Society  for  its 
meetings  in  May,  comparing  the  attitudes  of  faculty 
members  and  students  at  private  and  public  and  at  small 
and  large  colleges  with  respect  to  learning  disabilities. 

James  F.  Pontuso  (Political  Science)  has  had  an  arti- 
cle on  "Plenty  at  Our  Doorstep:  Franklin  Roosevelt  on 
the  Causes  and  Cures  of  the  Great  Depression" 
published  in  FDR  and  the  Modern  Presidency:  Leadership 
and  Legacy,  edited  by  Mark  J.  Rozell  and  William  D. 
Pederson  for  Praeger.  At  the  Conference  on  Social 
Theory,  Politics,  and  the  Arts,  held  at  the  Kennedy 
Space  Center  in  Florida,  Pontuso  presented  a  paper  on 
"Trevanian's  Shibumi:  The  Perfect  Post-Modern  Tale." 

At  the  1 12th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American 
Historical  Association  in  Seattle  in  January,  Roxann 
Prazniak  (History)  chaired  a  panel  on  "Global  and 
Comparative  Perspectives  on  Early  Modern  Political 
Economy."  Panel  topics  included  "The  Political  Econ- 
omies of  Chinese  Agrarian  Empire  and  European 
Mercantilism"  and  "Comparative  Political  Economy  and 
Ecology  on  the  Eve  of  the  Industrial  Era."  Prazniak's 
book  Dialogues  Across  Civilizations:  Sketches  in  World 
History  from  the  Chinese  and  European  Experiences  has 
been  translated  into  Chinese  and  is  being  released  in  its 
Chinese  edition  by  Eastern  Publishing  House  in  Beijing. 
Prazniak  and  Paul  A.  Jagasich  (Modern  Languages), 
with  Jagasich's  daughter  Yvonne,  traveled  to  Slovakia  last 
summer  to  do  research  on  Jan  Kalinciak,  a  nineteenth- 
century  Slovak  writer  of  historical  fiction  in  the  romantic 
tradition.  Prazniak  interviewed  Professors  Ladislav  Cuzy 
and  Dagmar  Krocanova  of  the  Slovak  Literature  Depart- 
ment at  the  University  of  Bratislava,  conducted  research 
at  the  University  Library,  and  brought  back  photocopied 
materials.  After  they  visited  some  of  the  historical  sites  of 
Kalinciak's  novels,  including  Prazniak's  ancestral  village 
of  Vazec,  Jagasich  continued  on  to  the  library  at  the 
University  of  Budapest  for  further  research.  Prazniak  and 
Jagasich  hope  to  continue  the  collaborative  project  with 
Professors  Cuzy  and  Krocanova  in  order  to  produce  an 
historical  and  literary  study  of  Kalinciak's  work. 

Diana  A.  Rhoads  (English  and  Rhetoric)  attended 
the  Middle  Adantic  Alliance  on  Computers  conference 
in  Pennsylvania  in  the  fall.  There  were  workshops  on 
software,  on  html,  and  on  moos.  This  semester  Rhoads 
and  Elizabeth  J.  Deis  (Rhetoric  and  Humanities)  are 
using  CommonSpace  writing  and  editing  software  in  their 
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rhetoric  sections  in  conjunction  with  Rhetoric  285,  a 
trial  course  introducing  students  to  computer  technology 
and  to  library  research. 

Mary  M.  Saunders  (English)  has  entered  upon  her 
two-year  term  as  president  of  the  regional  Victorians 
Institute,  planning  and  presiding  at  the  annual  confer- 
ence of  the  Institute  in  October  at  James  Madison 
University.  The  topic  at  the  conference  was  teaching 
Victorian  literature  and  teaching  in  Victorian  literature. 
She  has  also  been  invited  by  the  Educational  Testing 
Service  to  participate  in  an  Internet  reading/evaluation  of 
practice  SAT  essays. 

Recent  publications  of  James  M.  Schiffer  (English) 
include  a  review  of  Titus  Andronkus:  Critical  Essays, 
edited  by  Philip  C.  Kolin,  in  the  fall  1997  issue  of  ANQ 
and  an  essay  on  "Shakespeare's  Venus  and  Adonis:  A 
Lacanian  Tragicomedy  of  Desire"  in  Shakespeare's  "Venus 
and  Adonis":  Critical  Essays,  published  last  year  by 
Garland.  Schiffer  also  presented  a  paper  on  "Reading 
New  Life  into  Shakespeare's  Sonnets"  at  the  Patristic, 
Medieval,  and  Renaissance  Conference  at  Villanova 
University  in  September.  On  sabbatical  leave  this  year, 
he  has  spent  three  months,  with  support  from  a  grant 
awarded  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Human- 
ities, at  the  Folger  Shakespeare  Library  in  Washington, 
D.C.  His  principal  project  is  editing  and  contributing  to 
Shakespeare 's  Sonnets:  Critical  Essays  to  be  published  by 
Garland  this  year.  He  has  continued  work  on  this  book 
since  his  return  from  Washington. 

Saranna  R.  Thornton  (Economics)  gave  two  talks  on 
campus  last  fall:  "The  Effects  on  the  American  Family  of 
the  Crash  of  '29:  The  Year  2029!"  was  presented  at  the 
Family  Symposium;  and  "A  Frustrated  Novelist  Gets 
Published  Anyway"  was  given  in  the  continuing  series  of 
the  Rhetoric  Program  on  Teachers  Talking  About  Writ- 
ing. Thornton  has  two  articles  forthcoming  this  year: 
"Suitable  Policy  Instruments  tor  Monetary  Rules," 
which  will  appear  in  The  Journal  of  Economics  and  Busi- 
ness; and  "Maternity  Leave  Benefits,"  accepted  for  publi- 
cation in  The  American  Economic  Association  Newsletter, 
which  has  also  published  her  "Response  to  'Enhancing 
the  Attractiveness  of  Research  Universities  to  Women 
Faculty'."  She  is  in  her  second  season  as  coach  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Rugby  Football  Club  and  has  been 
certified  by  the  United  States  Rugby  Football  Union  as  a 
Level- 1  rugby  coach. 

Thomas  Valente  (Mathematics  and  Computer 
Science)  joined  several  other  computer-science  instruc- 
tors at  Clemson  University  last  summer  to  assist  in  grad- 
ing the  Computer  Science  Advanced  Placement  Test, 
which  is  taken  by  thousands  of  high  school  students  each 
year.  In  November  Valente  accompanied  three  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College  mathematics  and  computer  science 
majors — Chris  Humphries  '99,  Carroll  Moon  '98,  and 
David  Smith  '99 — to  the  Small  College  Computer 


Science  Consortium  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  in  Hick- 
ory, North  Carolina.  The  Hampden-Sydney  students 
placed  fifth  in  a  programming  contest  that  included  ten 
teams  from  various  schools,  a  remarkable  showing,  given 
the  students'  inexperience  with  the  languages  and  oper- 
ating system  in  use  at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  While  the  students 
were  locking  horns  with  students  from  other  schools, 
Valente  presented  a  paper  on  "How  a  Freshman  Seminar 
Explored  the  Limits  of  Computing,"  which  described  his 
experiences  teaching  a  freshman  seminar  at  the  College 
in  the  fall  of  1996. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  International  Society 
for  Neuroscience  in  New  Orleans  in  October,  G.  Daniel 
Weese  (Psychology)  presented  a  poster  entitled  "Visual 
Discrimination  Deficits  Following  Neglect-Producing 
Unilateral  Lesions  in  the  Entopeduncular  Nucleus." 
Two  recent  graduates,  Robert  McMahan  '94  and  Micah 
Eads  '96,  were  co-authors.  Something  short  of  50%  of 
the  attendees  visited  the  poster,  including  several  from 
the  United  States,  France,  Germany,  South  Korea,  and 
the  United  Kingdom  (Cambridge  and  St.  Andrews). 
Weese  is  now  on  sabbatical  leave,  conducting  research  at 
the  University  of  St.  Andrews  in  Scodand.  He  is  collab- 
orating with  Verity  Brown,  as  well  as  with  Eric  Bowman 
and  Philip  Winn,  on  several  research  projects.  One 
project  will  investigate  the  anatomical  and  neuro- 
chemical bases  of  attentional  mechanisms.  The  project 
will  involve  evaluating  rats'  performance  on  a  covert 
orienting  task  following  microinjections  ot  drugs,  such  as 
nicotine,  into  a  brain  structure  known  as  the  striatum, 
which  has  long  been  suspected  to  be  involved  in  atten- 
tion, but  experimental  manipulations  have  produced 
changes  in  movement  only.  Weese  hopes  this  task  will 
separate  attentional  from  movement  changes  and  begin  a 
line  of  research  that  may  lead  to  practical  applications. 

Patrick  A.  Wilson  (Philosophy)  has  an  article  on 
"Design"  in  the  forthcoming  Oxford  Companion  to  Chris- 
tian Thought,  to  be  published  by  Oxford  University 
Press.  His  paper  on  "Ruse's  Ethical  Error-Theory," 
which  is  about  how  evolution  makes  us  rethink  ethical 
issues,  has  been  selected  for  publication  in  the  Proceedings 
of  the  1997  Institute  for  Liberal  Studies  Conference  on 
Science  and  Culture.  Wilson  attended  a  Liberty  Fund 
conference  on  "Adam  Smith's  System  of  Ordered 
Liberty,"  the  meeting  of  the  Virginia  Philosophical  Asso- 
ciation, and  the  Chapel  Hill  Colloquium.  As  advisor  of 
the  Philosophv  Club,  Wilson  organized  two  joint  meet- 
ings of  the  philosophy  clubs  of  Hampden-Sydney  and 
Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College,  and  took  groups  of 
students  to  Charlottesville  for  a  lecture  organized  by  the 
University  of  Virginia  Philosophy  Club  and  on  a  week- 
end trip  to  Washington,  D.C,  for  a  lecture  on  aesthetics 
at  Georgetown  University  and  a  tour  of  the  museums  on 
the  Mall.

Basketball  Team  Goes  to  the 
NCAA  Sweet  Sixteen 

rHE  TIGER  BASKETBALL  TEAM 
completed  an  outstanding  season  with 
a  23-6  overall  mark,  the  school's  fifth 
ODAC  tide,  and  a  fourth  trip  to  the 
"Sweet  16."  The  23  wins  were  the  team's  third-best 
total  ever;  this  was  their  fourth  trip  to  the  "Sweet  16" 
in  the  last  seven  years,  under  head  coach  Tony  Shaver. 
The  Tigers  were  led  all  season  by  sophomores  Chris 
Fox,  T.  J.  Grimes,  and  Jeremy  Harris.  Fox  was  the 
second-leading  scorer,  with  10.9  points  per  game;  he 
earned  honorable-mention  All-ODAC.  Grimes,  a  first- 
team  All-ODAC  selection,  was  the  leading  scorer  and 
assist  man,  with  14.6  points  and  3.6  assists  per  game; 
he  scored  a  career-high  38  points  earlier  in  the  season  in 
a  win  over  Averett.  Harris  was  the  leading  rebounder  for 
H-SC  and  the  third-leading  scorer,  averaging  10.4 
points  and  6.2  rebounds  per  game;  he  too  earned 
honorable-mention  All-ODAC. 


The  Tigers'  season  began  with  wins  in  14  out  of  15 
games,  including  big  victories  over  Sewanee,  Emory, 
and  Randolph-Macon.  The  Tigers  were  ranked  in  the 
South  Region  and  the  nation  for  almost  the  entire 
season.  After  finishing  the  regular  season  with  the  best 
record  in  the  ODAC  at  13-5  in  the  league  and  19-5 
overall,  H-SC  looked  to  defend  their  ODAC  Cham- 
pionship in  the  Salem  Civic  Center  in  Salem,  VA.  The 
Tigers  opened  tournament  plav  with  a  66-53  win  over 
Lynchburg  to  earn  a  berth  in  the  semifinals  against  a 
familiar  foe,  the  Roanoke  College  Maroons:  the  Tigers 
and  Maroons  met  in  the  last  four  ODAC  tournaments 
and,  for  the  third  time,  H-SC  prevailed  85-67,  to  reach 
the  ODAC  finals  for  the  fifth  time  in  school  history'. 
Hampden-Sydney  has  never  lost  a  final  during  the 
Tony  Shaver  era,  but  the  Randolph-Macon  Yellow 
jackets  nearly  spoiled  the  party  for  the  Tigers:  a  Jeremy 
Harris  jumper  with  1:17  left  in  the  game  gave  the 
Tigers  a  slim  52-51  lead  but,  with  just  seconds  remain- 
ing, R-MC  had  the  ball  and  a  chance  to  dethrone  the 
Tigers.  Their  last-second  shot,  however,  fell  off  the  rim

and  into  the  hands  of  H-SC  junior  David  Hobbs  as 
the  buzzer  sounded — to  give  the  Tigers  back-to-back 
ODAC  titles  for  the  first  time  in  school  history. 

With  the  ODAC  Championship  came  an  automatic 
berth  in  the  NCAA  Tournament,  Hampden-Sydney's 
sixth  appearance  there.  As  the  number-two  seed  in  the 
South,  the  Tigers  received  a  first-round  bye;  they  beat 
the  Trinity  University  Tigers  from  San  Antonio,  Texas, 
in  the  second  round,  in  front  of  a  packed  house  at  Fleet 
Gymnasium,  76-62.  The  victory  advanced  them  to  the 
Great  Lakes/South  sectional  in  Holland,  Michigan.  In 
that  "Sweet  16"  matchup  the  Tigers  faced  the  Blue 
Streaks  of  John  Carroll  University  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  a 
game  which  ended  the  Tigers'  season  with  a  77-71  loss. 

Hampden-Sydney  basketball  continued  their  tradi- 
tion of  excellence  during  the  1997-98  season  with 
another  ODAC  title  and  NCAA  Tournament  appear- 
ance, once  again  distinguishing  themselves  among  the 
elite  of  Division  III  basketball. 


1997  Soccer 

ROM  A  NATIONAL  RANKING 
\     /  j         to  an  all-time  scoring  champion, 
I  the  1 997  soccer  season  was  filled  with 

magical  moments  the  entire  year.  Early 
in  the  season  the  Tigers  displayed  the  solid  scoring 
punch  it  lacked  during  the  1 996  season.  The  Tigers 
won  seven  of  their  first  eight  games,  including  a  3-0 
shutout  of  nationally-ranked  Methodist  College  in 
Fayetteville,  NC.  The  win  for  H-SC  over  the  Monarchs 
was  historic — it  was  the  first  time  the  Monarchs  had 
lost  a  home  match  in  nearly  five  seasons.  The  Monarchs 
were  ranked  25th  in  the  nation  and  had  just  defeated 
the  defending  national  champions  from  the  College  of 
New  Jersey.  Senior  Jason  Van  Sice  was  the  hero  for  the 
Tigers  against  Methodist  as  he  scored  two  goals. 

After  stumbling  in  their  next  contest  versus  Chris- 
topher Newport,  the  Tigers  rebounded  with  a  2-1  win 
at  Division  I  Elon  College.  Freshman  Jason  Alsberry 
netted  the  game-winning  goal  while  senior  Mike 
Melvin  also  scored  for  the  Tigers.  The  Tigers  would 
win  four  more  games  after  the  Elon  win,  including  a 
dramatic  3-2  overtime  thriller  versus  Randolph-Macon 
at  Miller  field. 

Versus  the  Yellow  Jackets,  the  Tigers  looked  to  be  in 
serious  trouble  with  less  than  two  minutes  showing  on 
the  clock  and  trailing  the  visitors  by  2- 1  score.  Sopho- 
more Trey  Cooper,  however,  would  step  into  the  spot- 
light as  he  netted  the  game-tying  goal  in  the  final 
minutes  of  play  to  send  the  contest  to  sudden  death 
overtime.  Just  five  minutes  into  the  extra  session, 
Cooper  would  score  his  second  goal  of  the  game  to  give 
the  Tigers  an  improbable  3-2  win  and  improve  their 


record  to  12-2.  After  two  tough  league  losses  to  Eastern 
Mennonite  and  Roanoke  College,  the  Tigers  staged 
possibly  the  greatest  soccer  victory  in  school  history. 

The  underdog  Tigers  traveled  to  Norfolk  to  face  the 
Virginia  Wesleyan  Marlins,  who  entered  the  game 
ranked  third  in  the  country.  Hampden-Sydney  didn't 
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play  like  an  underdog  on  this  day — they  dominated  the 
Marlins  with  a  3-1  win.  Melvin  and  junior  Justin 
Holofchak  scored  just  minutes  apart  in  the  first  five 
minutes  of  the  second  half  to  give  H-SC  a  commanding 
2-0  lead.  Alsberry  and  fellow  freshman  Jeremy 
Randolph  would  finish  off  the  Marlins  as  Randolph  fed 
Alsberry  for  the  goal  in  the  72nd  minute  of  play. 

The  defense  of  the  Tigers  was  outstanding  all  after- 
noon as  sophomore  keeper  Mike  Bizon  was  brilliant  in 
goal  and  his  defense  of  seniors  Kris  Douglas,  McKit- 
trick  Simmons,  and  Brian  Workman,  along  with  soph- 
omore Scott  Witte.  This  defensive  unit  was  the  back- 
bone of  the  Tigers  all  season.  Another  freshman 
standout  was  Trip  Jendron;  assigned  to  the  top  scorer 
for  the  Marlins,  he  held  him  scoreless. 

The  Tigers  would  bask  in  the  glory  of  the  win:  with 
it  came  the  school's  first  national  ranking  in  soccer.  The 
Tigers  cracked  the  national  rankings  in  the  NSCAA 
Coaches'  poll,  landing  in  the  24th  spot.  After  splitting 
the  last  two  games  the  regular  season,  the  Tigers  would 
move  to  22nd  in  the  polls. 

In  the  final  regular  season  home  game  for  the  Tigers' 
nine  seniors,  forward  Mike  Melvin  stepped  into  the 
H-SC  history  books  with  a  record-setting  performance 
versus  Chowan.  Melvin  netted  the  48th  goal  of  his 
career  and  thus  became  the  all-time  leading  scorer  in 
school  history,  with  1 1 9  points.

With  a  14-5  mark  entering  post-season  play,  the 
Tigers  had  aspirations  of  an  ODAC  Championship  and 
even  NCAA  Tournament  play.  However,  the  Generals 
of  Washington  &  Lee  had  other  ideas,  as  they  came  to 
Miller  Field  and  knocked  oft  the  Tigers  1-0  in  a  hard- 
fought  game  which  either  team  could  have  won. 

Despite  the  loss  in  the  first  round  of  the  tourna- 
ment, the  Tigers  were  able  to  garner  several  post-season 
honors.  Seniors  Mike  Melvin  and  Jason  Van  Sice,  along 
with  sophomore  Mike  Bizon,  were  named  to  the  first 
team  All-ODAC  squad  while  seniors  Brian  Workman, 
Kris  Douglas,  and  sophomore  Scott  Witte  were  honor- 
able mention  selections.  Melvin  and  Van  Sice  received 
first  team  All-South  Atlantic  recognition,  while  soph- 
omore Mike  Bizon  and  freshman  Jason  Alsberry  were 
third  team  All-South  Atlantic  picks. 

Overall  the  Tigers'  1 997  season  was  a  success,  with 
national  rankings  and  big  wins  over  Methodist,  Elon, 
and  Virginia  Wesleyan.  Head  coach  Bert  Molinary  and 
assistant  coach  Curtis  Player  have  several  shoes  to  fill 
for  1998,  but  the  future  for  H-SC  soccer  definitely 
looks  promising.

§     M      football  team  had  some  individual 
accomplishments  and  some  gritty 
efforts  on  the  field  that  overshadowed  the  losses  during 
the  season. 

Senior  free  safety  Brent  Rusnak  received  several 
post-season  honors  following  a  tremendous  season;  he 
led  the  Tigers  with  139  tackles,  four  interceptions,  three 
fumble  recoveries,  and  five  pass  breakups.  Rusnak  was  a 
first  team  all-ODAC  selection,  first  team  All-State, 
second  team  All-South  Region,  and  was  named  the 
Division  II-III  defensive  back  of  the  year  by  the  Rich- 
mond Touchdown  Club.  Sophomore  running  back 
Shannon  Evans  was  selected  to  the  all-ODAC  second 
team,  along  with  junior  offensive  lineman  Van  Everette. 
Evans  led  the  Tigers  with  662  yards  rushing  while  Ever- 
ette was  one  of  the  top  offensive  lineman  throughout 
the  season. 

The  year  got  off  to  a  rocky  start  as  starting  quar- 
terback Walt  Bondurant  was  lost  for  the  entire  season 
with  a  broken  finger.  Bondurant  was  injured  just  a  few 
plays  after  his  63-yard  TD  pass  to  senior  wide  receiver 
Jason  Raper  on  the  third  play  of  the  season  versus 
Sewanee.  Without  Bondurant  for  the  entire  season,  the 
Hampden-Sydney  offense  would  struggle  to  find  a 
leader  for  the  offensive  unit.  Five  different  quarterbacks 
tried  to  fill  the  shoes  of  Bondurant  but  came  up  short. 
Injuries  were  the  theme  for  the  Tigers  in  the  early 


portion  of  the  season  as  head  coach  Phil  Culicerto 
struggled  to  put  a  healthy  team  on  the  field  each  week. 
After  losing  31-7  in  the  opener  to  Sewanee,  the  Tigers 
regrouped  to  host  the  Bullets  of  Gettysburg  College, 
fought  valiantly,  but  came  up  short,  33-7. 

After  a  road  loss  to  Guilford,  the  Tigers  came  home 
to  face  the  Eagles  of  Bridgewater  College,  who  shut  out 
the  Tigers  24-0.  On  the  defensive  side  of  the  ball,  senior 
free  safety  Brent  Rusnak  was  piling  up  some  impressive 
numbers  with  double  figure  tackles  in  the  first  four 
games.  As  one  of  the  few  seniors  on  the  young  squad, 
his  leadership  was  essential  throughout  the  season. 

Following  a  tough  33- 1 0  loss  to  nationally-ranked 
Emory  &  Henry,  the  Generals  of  Washington  &  Lee 
defeated  the  Tigers  29-7.  Heading  in  to  the  final  four 
games  of  the  season,  the  schedule  makers  had  not  done 
Hampden-Sydney  many  favors:  the  final  four  contests 
featured  two  nationally-ranked  squads,  a  Division  I-AA 
team,  and  the  eventual  co-champion  of  the  ODAC. 

After  two  bitter  defeats  to  nationally-ranked  Cath- 
olic University  and  Division  I-AA  Davidson  College, 
the  Tigers  played  the  Monarchs  of  Methodist  College 
on  Hall  of  Fame  Weekend.  The  Tigers  and  Monarchs 
batded  for  60  minutes  on  muddy  Fulton  Field,  only  to 
finish  the  regulation  time  with  a  scoreless  tie.  Overtime 
would  now  decide  the  winner  of  this  game.  Methodist 
got  the  first  possession  and  scored  in  five  plays  to  take  a 
7-0  lead.  The  Tigers  responded  with  a  drive  to  the 
Methodist  eight-yard  line,  but  were  stopped  on  fourth 
and  goal;  the  Monarchs  would  escape  with  a  7-0  over- 
time victory.  The  fans  who  endured  the  rainy  condi- 
tions saw  their  team  put  everything  on  the  line  to  win 
but  come  up  short  in  just  one  or  two  plays. 

In  the  season  finale  at  Randolph-Macon,  the  103rd 
meeting  would  be  all  Yellow  Jackets  as  they  defeated  the 
Tigers  49-18.  Freshmen  QB  Karl  Tuhey  was  outstand- 
ing as  he  passed  for  328  yards  and  made  three  TD's. 
His  main  target  of  the  day  was  freshman  wide  receiver 
Jeff  Woody,  who  caught  a  school-record-tying  10 
receptions. 

With  only  a  handful  of  seniors  leaving  the  team  the 
future  for  Hampden-Sydney  football  looks  bright.  The 
Tigers  have  several  talented  players  returning  for  the 
1998  campaign  and  should  use  their  experience  in  the 
1997  season  as  a  building  block  for  the  future.

If  the  old  axiom  is  true,  that  genius 
is  99%  perspiration,  then  Steve 
Martin  just  might  be  considered  a 
genius.  In  the  thirty  years  since  he 
was  graduated  Irom  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Steve  Martin  has  worked 
hard  and  accomplished  a  great  deal. 
He  has  recently  published  Death 
in  Advertising,  his  fifth  book.  (His 
other  boob  are,  in  order  of  publica- 
tion, The  Search  for  Nina  Fletcher, 
Soul  Survivor,  Out  of  Body — Into 
Mind,  Beyond  Skepticism.  They  are 
available  online  from  Amazon.com 
and  Bames&Noble.com.  His  first 
book,  Out  of  Body — Into  Mind,  is 
being  reprinted  under  a  new  title, 
The  Mt.  Pelee  Redemption,  by  Hamp- 
ton Roads  Press;  it  is  due  out  June 
1st.)  He  is  hard  at  it  again,  writing 
his  sixth  book,  this  one  more  a  "busi- 
ness how-to,"  on  lean  transformation 
of  companies,  a  departure  from  the 
fiction  genre  of  his  previous  work. 
When  it  is  completed  he  will  begin 
number  seven,  which,  he  says,  will

After  gradu- 
ating from  Hampden-Sydney  with  a 
B.A.  in  economics,  Mr.  Martin 
managed  national  advertising 
accounts  for  VanSant  Advertising. 
He  left  VanSant  to  join  his  brother, 
David  Martin  '54,  at  The  Martin 
Agency.  In  1986  he  founded  his 
own  firm,  becoming  president  and 
CEO  of  Hawley  Martin  Partners. 

A  Richmond  Times-Dispatch 
profile  of  Steve  Martin  acclaimed 
him  for  innovative  thinking  and  for 
successfully  juggling  more  than  two 
jobs  at  a  time.  These  are  certainly 
not  new  attributes  for  him:  as  an

This  gentleman  of  letters  has 
been  quoted  as  saying  that  there  are 
three  keys  to  his  happiness:  "a  fire  in 
the  fireplace,  a  good  book,  and  a 
scotch  and  soda,  and  I'm  in  heaven." 
Considering  his  career,  another, 
unspoken,  key  to  his  happiness, 
apparently,  is  "having  a  new  project 
on  the  horizon." 

Steve  Martin  is  often  asked 
what's  the  best  way  to  get  into  adver- 
tising, or  what's  the  best  kind  of 
education  to  prepare  for  an  adver- 
tising career.  "Something  I've  always 
told  young  people,"  he  replies,  "is 
that  I  think  it's  more  important  to 
get  a  liberal  arts  education  and  learn 
to  think  than  it  is  to  study  adver- 
tising per  se."  What  is  his  personal 
view  of  Hampden-Sydney?  "I  was 
sad  to  leave  Hampden-Sydney.  I  had 
a  great  time  there  and  it  was  a  won- 
derful experience.  One  thing  about  a 
school  like  Hampden-Sydney:  it  will 
give  you  every  opportunity  for  lead- 
ership that  you  want.  It's  a  good 
place  to  be  able  to  'do  it  all,'  unlike  a 
big  university  where  your  oppor- 
tunities are  more  limited  because  of 
competition."
